WINTER SEASON OPENS. 
From OUR THEATRE CORRESPONDENT. 
Since the strike began there has been little 
theatrical news. the most important item 


being the departure of the Abbey Company 
on yet another tour of the United States. 
This time they will be away for nine months, 
and, while I have always felt that these 
prolonged absences are not good for the 
theatre, it seem: that the Abbey has little 
choice in the matter. Mr. Yeats has ex- 
lained that the American tours are abso- 
utely necessary in order to fill the gap 
between receipts and expenditure, and that, 
even if the Government subsidy had not 
been reduced, tha theatre would still have 
found itselt short of money. — So we shall 
have to content ourselves with the second 
company until next summer. 

One point to emerge is that the Abbey has 
won its dispute with the Government as to 
the type of play to be given on the American 


tour. Last spring, it will be recalled, the 
Government objected to such plays as 
O’Casey’s ‘ Plough ana the Stars’’ and 


Synge’s '' Playboy of the Western World’ 
on the grounds that they gave Americans too 
low an opinion of Irish character. Relations 
were strained for some time, and for many 
weeks nobody was quite sure whether the 
Abbey was going to assert its oy, Pe h- dM 
or not. “ Now, however, the matter has been 
put beyond doubt, for the programme in- 
cludes both the ''Playboy ' and the O'Casey 
dramas. i ;

New Productions. 


The only new productions at the Abbey 
have been by Mr. Yeats—‘‘ The Resurrec- 
tion’’ and “ The King of the Great Clock 
Tower.” Each follows the very strict 
formula of his earlier “ Plays for Dancers,” 
and the author. by imposing very s™ ee re- 
strictions on his art, has sought to clear the 
sround of all but the essentials. The result 
AR been that such little plays as ‘‘ The 
Dreaming of the Bones’’ and “‘At the. Hawk's 
Well” have been almost faultless in their 
own way. ‘‘The King of the Great Clock 
Tower” had ali their grace and perfection, 
and, although it contained a certain amount 
of vague symbolism, it was as charming, and 
seemed as artless, as a fairy-tale. Bac 
think that thos: of us who had not seen Miss 
Ninette de Valois before were amazed at the 
beauty of her dancing. “ The Resurrection" 
was not so sucéessful; Mr. Yeats was en- 
gaged in making some obscure philosophical 
point which never emerged, and the central 
moment of the play (the entrance of the 
masked figure of Christ) was disturbing and 
even grotesque, | 

[ had an opportunity of seeing Piran- 
dello’s new play, “As You Desire Me.” 
which was staged at the Gaiety before 
making its first appearance in London. As 
usual, I found the author struggling with 


his favourite problem—‘‘Is Mr. X. really 
Mr. X., or can it be that he is Mr. Y.?” 


As usual, too, one was delighted with the 
ingenuity of the whole affair, though it is 
hard to escape from the feeling that Piran- 
dello really has ‘said all he had to say on this 
subject. “As You Desire Me” is little 
more than a revised version of tight You 
Are,’’ with different characters and a new 
turn to the plot. Miss Jean Forbes- 
Robertson, who appeared in the principal 
part, is a good actress, but hardly so great 
as her reputation. In the first act, indeed, 
I found ner rather irritating, and although 
she improved a great deal as the play went 


on, she never reached any considerable 
heights. ' 

The Dublin School of Acting, under Mrs. 
May Carey, produced several plays—or, 


rather, sections of plays—at the Gate Theatre 
on September 22nd. They started badly with 
a very stiffly-acted scene from ‘* Richard |

IRISH MEMBERS OF 
FAMOUS ORDER. 
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MEETING IN CHAPTER.

Knights of Malta, members of an assaocia:-. 
tion which has a history extending back 
through the years to the Crugades, have met 
in Ireland again for the first time since the 
pre-Reformation days. These men, many of 
them well-known in Ivish life, have been 
working for several years past to bring back 
the organisation to Ireland, and yesterday 
morning, in the Church of St. Mary, Hadding- 
ton road, Dublin, the Irish Association ol 
Knights of the Sovereign and Military Order 
of Malta attended a Conventual Mass, cele- 
brated by the Chaplain of the Order, the 
Most Rev. Dr. Wall, Bishop of Thasos. 


THE REGALIA. 


Bright uniforms, medieval in design, were 
worn by the leaders of the little procession 
of knights which entered the church, Scarlet 
tunics, with gold epaulettes and facings, some 
with Papal honours on their breasts, flowing 
black capes, embroidered with the White 
Cross of St. John; dark blue trousers, striped 
with gold, against which thin rapier sheaths 
hung suspended by sword sheaths, em- 
broidered with the Crown of Thorns in gold. 
Each Knight wore sweeping black ostrich 
plumes on his cocked hat. The tall standard- 
hearer, Captain Henry St. John Blake, over- 
topped all his iamh CARE: as he followed the 
Acting President, Mr. Charles H. O'Conor, 
up the aisle to the altar with his escort, Mr. 
Ulick C, Jenings and Captain Gaisford St. 
Lawrence. | 

Behind them were two Knights of Honour, 
the Marquis MacSwiney of Mashanaglass 
(Chancellor of the Association) and Mr, W. 
Wilson Lynch, and then followed two Knights 
of Magistral Grace, Mr. Roger Sweetman 
and My. Eoin acing é 

The other members of the little group were 
in evening dress, except for white waistcoats, 
and each wore the insignia of the Order at 
his throat. They were:—Mr. Andrew Bona- 
parte-Wyse, Captain the Hon. John ffrench, 
Mr. Robert McDonnell, Major William Dease, 
the Duc de Stacpoole, Mr. William O'Reilly, 
all Knights of Honour and Devotion, and Mr. 
Huch Law and Count Patrick O'Byrne, 
Knights of Magistral Grace. 

Dr. Byrne, the Archbishop of Dublin, who 
was also wearing the insignia of the Order, 
presided at Mass and was attended by three 
Vicars-General: Monsignor M. Cronin, Mon- 
signor P. J. Walsh and Monsignor J. Waters. 
During the ceremony Dr. Wall used the 
chalice, a replica of the de Burgo chalice, 
which has heen presented to the Knights. 


SOLDIERS OF THE CHURCH. 


After-Mass the Chaplain delivered a sermon 
on the Knights of Malta and their history, 
which he traced through its many vicissitudes 
from the time of the formation of the Loyal 
Hospitallers of St. John in the Holy Land 
until the present day. In Ireland, he said, 
the Knights could best carry out their 
work as soldiers of the Church by the ex- 
ample which they set to others; there were 
certain moral conditions existent in the coun- 
try which needed to be set right, and this 
could: be done by the members of the Order 
if -thev alwavs remembered what they were— 
Catholic gentlemen. 

With his hand outstretched to touch the 
silver-gilt cross on the staff of the standard, 
Dr: Wall dedicated it, remarking, as he did 
so: ‘‘May this standard of St. John remind 
you of his principles and always to say what 
is the truth. no matter how unpopular it may 
be.”’ 

After the reciting of part of the Office of 
the Blessed Virgin the Knights left the 
church, while the organist, Miss M. J. Gorm- 
ley. plaved the Triumphal March of the Order, 
and afterwards lunched with their Chaplain.

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AVIATION DAY.

POSTPONED UNTIL NEXT 
YEAR. 


Ireland's ‘‘ Aviation Day,” which was to 
have been marked this year by a huge air 
rally in Dublin, with over one hundred aero- 
planes of the latest type participating, has 
been definitely postponed until next vear. 

The rally was conceived by a group of 
‘air-minded ’’ Irishmen with the object of 
‘putting Ireland on the air map of the 
world ” by drawing attention to its position 
as a nattiral terminal for trans-Atlantic ser- 
vices. Famous pilots were expected to take 
part in the rally, flying from all parts of 
Europe. In addition to an arrival competition 
for money prizes, a display of air “' acro- 
batics ’’ and other stunts had been arranged. 

“ Aviation Day ” was originally fixed for 
August 17, but was postponed on account. of 
the newspaper stoppage.

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CHANGES AT GREEN 
STREET. 
print 
FAMOUS TRIALS 
RECALLED. 


O longer will witnesses in the Green 
N Street Courthouse have to travel up a 

narrow, brass-railed stairway to the top 
of a table. The old witnesa chair has been re- 
moved; two witness-buxes tuke its place. In 
some part the Courthouse has been altered 
completely. Prisoners will no more stend 
before the jude in front of the clock. Other 
changes that have been made in the court 
concern those whose business compels them to 
attend. The ‘‘table’’ is not a table now, 
but. a tripartite space of more than one 


level. At its ‘“‘bench” side will be 
accommodated the court officials, includ- 
ing the court stenographer. A_ middle 


portion will be reserved for the display of 
exliibits in cases at hearing, and the further 
side from the judge’s bench will be at the 
service of counsel, who are provided’ with 
new and commodious seating. Four rows of 
seats now face the judge; the first for counsel, 
behind it seats for solicitors; a third long 
bench has been erected behind their places, . 
and in the fourth row the Press will be 
accommodated, with light and air and much 
comfort. Behind the reporters’ seats is the 
dock, now raised to a height almost on a 
level with the judge’s bench. 


THE JUDGE’S SEAT. 

The jury boxes, on either side of the court, 
have not been altered, nor has any construc- 
tional change been made on the bench. The 
only new thing that will be noticed in the 
accommodation for the judge is that his seat 
will, in future, be adorned with blue curtains 
instead of red, and that the new colour is in 
keeping with the main tone of the escutcheon 
under the canopy of the bench. The new 
witness boxes, either side of the court, face 
the jury boxes, and are virtualiy on the level 
of the court floor. 

In the dock space there are now three rows 
of seats and space to stand at the bar. 
Specially reserved seating accommodation has 
been provided to the right of the dock for 
waiting witnesses, and on the same side there 
is a box for the court crier. To the right 
the chief warder and Guards will be seated, 
with an enclosed seat for the principal officer 
of the Civic Guards. Behind these spaces, 
and completely cut off from the rest of the 
court. is large accommodation for the general 
public 

The ceiling of*the chamber has been re- 
plastered and new lighting roof windows and 
ornamental ventilators put in. All the wood- 


work has been repainted a: light grained 
brown, 
THE BROTHERS SHEARES. 


A principal change in structure, which will 

be visible only to accused persons and their 
prison warders, is a new stone stairway, 
necessitated by the altered position of the 
dock. These new steps have been built above 
the old, time-worn stone of the staircase up 
which the Brothers Sheares trod to their trial 
nearly 140 years ago. . 
' At that time Green Street Sessions Court- 
house was scarcely more than twelve months 
old. It was opened for the first time in 1797, 
and remained structurally unaltered until its 
renovation in 1694. At the later date Sir 
reorge Fottrell, then Clerk of the Crown, 
took oceasion: to preserve as historical 
raemorials the old iron prisoners’ bar and the 
witness ehair, which had stood on the court 
table for nearly 100 years. These relics are to- 
day preserved in the Clerk’s office. In the glass 
case’in which the prisoners’ bar is preserved 
there is a written card mentioning various 
dates and the names of prisoners in notorious 
trials. The card records of this old iron 
bar that '“In 1798 Henry and John Sheares 
and Oliver Bond stood at it indicted for 
high treason.’’ 

Next is recorded :—': 1803, Robert Emmet, 
John Maxwell Roche and Owen Kirwan for 
high treason.’’ 

Other high treason trials during which the 
orisoners stood at this bar are mentioned :— 
‘* 1848, John Mitchell, Charles Gavan Duffy 
and other members of the Young Ireland 
Party,” and ' 1867, Fenian prisoners.” 

Many political trials have taken place in 
Green street Courthouse since 1894, but it is 

roposed that the bar and chair which have 
ie in use since that date, are to be pre- 
served as historical mementos.

| FILM NOTES. 


From OUR CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


HE film industry hibernates, so to 
speak, during the summer, and con- 
sequently the nine weeks of the strike did 
not see many very outstanding pictures at 
‘the Dublin cinemas. For that matter, 
the programmes continue to be a little 
below par, but apparently the beginning 
of the autumn season has already brought 
forth some quite good pictures in London, 
and it should not be long before a few of 
them find their way over here. New films, 
like new books, do not seem to thrive in 
the heat, and a drop in the temperature 
is always a sign for the publishers and 
studios to spring into activity. ;

Much educational work in the past was 
handicapped by lack of suitable buildings, 
said the Minister, and it was sometimes sur- 
prising how much good work was accom- 
plished under very difficult conditions. Now 
the provisions of the Vocational Education 
Act afford committees wide powers, and 
school buildings are being brought rapidly 
into line with modern requirements. 

The district of Gorey is dependent prin- 
cipally on the land and on the efficient 
handling of all that is produced from the 
land, eontinued Mr. Derrtg, and _ efficient 
handling could best be secured by hand 
training in early life; this should begin as 
soon as the work of the primary school was 
completed. In an agricultural community it 
is of the highest importance that respect for 
manual work should be instilled from the 
earliest years. For genuine prosperity, how- 
ever, something more than purely agricul- 
tural work is required. A great deal has 
been done to develop, rural crafts and small 
industries in the Free State, but. the country 
is still backward in this respect. Many of 
these crafts cannot be developed suddenly, 
and it is for the youth of the country to 
bring these economic auxiliaries ‘into 
operation. : 

Mr. Derrig spoke of the improvement in 
physical training which he desired should be 
established throughout the country, and said 
he considered that it instilled in students a 
realisation of the value of team work. 
Referring to the teaching of Irish, the 
Minister commented that his Department was 
not entirely satisfied with the progress made 
in the county, despite the fact that the Edu- 
cation Committee has a number of. Irish 
teachers in its employment and that the 
attendance at classes is good and progress 
fair. He thought that there was need for a 
greater effort all round in this subject, and 
asked that it should not be regarded merely 
as a school subject, but as a symbol of 
nationhood.

CURRENCY. 
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REPORT OF THE 
COMMISSION. 
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. 
“DEAD” BANK NOTES, 
T HE report of the Free State Currency 
Commission for the year ended. 30th 
March, 1934, shows that the volume of 
Legal Tender l'“ote issue fluctuated during 
the year between a minimum of £6,895,26< 
on 24th February, 1934, and a maximum of 
£8,017,916 on the 2lst December, 1933. The 
amount of Legal ‘lender Notes redeemed 
during the year at the London Agency was 
£145,504. 
The negotiations with the British Govern- 
ment regarding “dead” notes, . which 
were referred to in previous reports, have not 
vet been concluded. The amount of such 
bank netes outstanding on 5th May, 1929, and 
not withdrawn at $Sist March, 1934, was 
£1,573,086. 
The resources of the Note Reserve Fund 
have been brought up to a total of £600,000, 
which is the limit contemplated by Section 
62 of the Currency Act, 1927, so long as the 
maximum amount of Consolidated Bank Notes 
remains at £6,000,000. The report states: 
‘The attainment of this limit after so short 
an mterval since the fist issue of Legal 
Tender Notes on 10th September, 1928, has 
resulted from the fact that, in addition to the 
statutory alterations from. revenue, which 
amounted in the aggregate to £225,164 Qs,, 
the Commission has been in a position to 
| transfer to the Note! Reserve Fund a net 
total of £574,855 11s: in respect of capital 
profits on investments. 


COMMISSION’S INCOME. 


“After allowing for the valuation due on 
Sist March, 1934, out of the total assets of 
the Legal Tender Note Fund, then amount- 
ing te £7,178,914 10s., the holdings of securi- 
ties of maturity exceeding ‘twelve months 
i amounted to £5,618,335 lls. in current 
market value. In the case of the Note Re- 
serve Fund, the corresponding figures at the 
same date were £600,000 and £580,154 Os. 9d, 
respectively.” 

The surplus income of the Commission for 
| the year was £188,267, of which £56,277 was 
paid to the Exchequer on account during the 
vear. The earnings of the Commission have 
continued to be affected by the prevailing 
low money rates. 

The term of office of Mr. J. J, O'Connell 
expired on 20th September, 1935, and Mr. 
Stephen J. Toole was elected in his place
